Hitherto, American ships 
have not carried cargo be- 
tween the Great Lakes and 
Europe. On February 9. 
1956, however, the American 
Government decided to sub- 
sidize American ships from 
the Great Lakes to the United 
Kingdom and North Europe. 
A plan for subsidizing vessels 
trading in the Mediterranean 
is under consideration. 

There is no doubt that Isra- 
el shipping must prepare to go 
into this new trade. First of 
all, we have to carry the cargo 
from Chicago, Detroit and To- 
ledo destined for this country, 
and exports to the Great 
Lake ports, which may open 
a new, till now undiscovered, 
market for our exports, such 
as cement. Secondly with the 
considerable increase in our 
merchant fleet, we have to 
look for new fields. At this 
time we are in a very favour- | 
able position for two reasons: | 
(a) For the first time we come 
in at the beginning and are 
not late-comers as prev . 
(b) While the big problem 
for other com ies whose 
vessels ply the Great Lakes’ 
trade is what to do with their 
vessels during mid-November 
to mid-April, when the St. 
Lawrence is closed by ice, we 
are in the fortunate position 
that this period coincides with 
our citrus season. 

We will, however, have to 
begin before the great run 
starts. In 1959 when hundreds 
of ships will be looking for 
berths, stevedores, sheds, — in 
spite of the preparations of 
the Great Lakes’ Port Autho- 
rit s today — for the first 
years there will be a shortage 
of berths, labour, storing fa- 
cilities and even efficient 
shipping agents. 6
